It is conceiued they come onely to engage all the. 
forces of theſe Countreys , and after,a Spazſb fAzete 
may com? : But principally they hope well of the 
Germane affaires, and then they will bring thoſe for. 
ces downe, and fo opprefle Regs and Emmericke and 
other places more downewarc. 

But to come to the ſiege againe; rhe laſt night the 
enemy from a battery from the Sreenbergher ide, a- 
bout 11. of che clock ſhot ſeuen times at the town, 
beate downe the top of one houſe, and did no mare 
harme.But the following day we reccited ſome hurt * 
by their Ordnance. The Maior of the rowne had his | 
leg ſhor off aboue the ankle, whereot hee died the | 
next day : and with another ſhot a French Sergeant, 
and two walhy ſouldiers were kild.In our fallies we 
haue loſt about 70.0r 80.men,of which number was 
Captaine Seaton, a Scoiſma, a French Enſigne,and | 
3-0r 4.Enzh:fh Sergeants:and on Saterday night laſt, 
a braue Enzfſh Gentleman being Enfigne to or 
taine Cooke, was ſhot through his body,itis thought 
he will hardly cſeape, We fally and skirmiſh with 
the enemy dayly , going diuers-to wracke on both 
ſides. Ve hauec our haucnat liberty,and well defen- 
ded wich two good ſconſes, ſo that Sprinolamult pay 
deare forthe towne before he gets ir, and excepthe 
ger the haucn fe cannot poſibly ger the rone:for 
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by the benefit of the haucn wee haue free acceſle to 
all places, both for ſupply of men, munition,vicuals, 
and all things elſe whatfocuer,by reaſon whercof we 
hauc all chings very cheape,which the encmy wants, 
becauſe hee hath nothing tor his army, but whart is 
brought from Amtwerpe , which is twenty Engliſh 
mile from this towne,and al things muſt be brought 
to him by land , which is the occafion of ſuch ſcar- 
city in Sp/9/45 campe, that his men come to vs 0n 
ſome dayes 40. ſome dayes 60, and on Sunday laſt 
there came 80.and vpwards, the moſt part were the 
new Eng:ith of the Lord Argiels his Regiment:( for 
the Lord Yauzhis regiment is not yet come before 


«the towne ) and beſides thoſe that are come to vs of 


the new Engliſh, 500.are gone to Breda, and thoſe 
thatrun to vs doe informe vs, that Spewels hath 20, 
peeces of Cannon newly comefrom Antwerp,which 
they ſay wil al be mounted within theſe three daics, 
and that he meancs to ſhoot wild-fire into the town, 
yntill he hath nor left a houſc ſtanding, Count Hex- 
rie vanden Bergh hath remoued his Army,and draws 
toward Spinola, But his Excellency lies ſo in his way 
that they cannor come together. It is moſt certaine 
that the Count of Aamsfelt and the Duke of Brenſ- 
wicke are comming downe, and it is thought that 
ſome part of their army are within a few daies marc[; 
of vs, 

But this is certaine, Mars/el; is already arriued in 
the Prouince of Nemure , which 1oynes to the edge 
of Brabaxt : he hath a gallant army and well proui- 
ded. The Duke of Br #nſwicke who hath command 


ofthe Vantguard,lyeth not 6. leagues from Braxels:

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what their intents are is not knowne ; but they haue 
put Brebawt in a great perplexitic. 

Ar this inſtant comes here newes, from Zerghen 
iforcſaid,of a greatskirmiſh, or rather battle fought 
lately ncere the ſame, wherein are (laine abour 2000 
onthe Spaniſh ide,and 500,0f the States ſide, It hap. 
ned in this manner as followeth, there came ſome 
390,0r more of the enemy without any weapons, ſa- 
uing their (yords,running and holding vp their hats 
to them that were within the outworks of the town, 
as though they were run from their campe , whom 
our men receiued, and they preſently finding them- 
ſclues to be ſtrong enough for that firſt Sconſe, or 
halfe Moone,drew their ſwords, and killed many of * 
our mcn,and tooke the halfe Moone aforeſayd: then 
our men fell out of the other workes , and manfully 
reſcued:their fellowes,and made the enemy to leauc 
the Sconſe againzrhen fel on the army of the enemy, 
and worne it,and held it an houre & halfe ; and our 
men fell out with their moſt force,out of the towne, 
and fought long with them , rill there were grear 
ſore laine, and the enemy ſerled as many men in 
the Sconſeas they could, and thought they had all 
ſure: But the Citic hauing Mines vnder moſt of the 
outworkes ,' by that meanes had the greater aduans 
tage of thecnemies, and did' blow vp the Sconſe, 

with the Speriſh forces in the ſame, and made 

the reſt to retreate to their Campe,
